We are like Martha. There is plenty to he 
anxious about, but only one thing is required of 
us.

SPARKS FROM MARK: 

The Generations of Faith approach to faith 
formation is guided by a set of key principles 
and practices. 

■ Event-Centered. Lifelong faith formation for all 
ages and generations is developed around the events 
of our shared life as Church: the Church Year, 
sacraments and liturgy, prayer and spirituality, 
justice and service, community life, and 
proclamation of the Word. This is a curriculum 
fashioned around events. 

■ Lifelong and Cyclic: The lifelong faith formation 
curriculum is formed around the natural rhythm and 
pattern of the faitn community’s life as experienced 
throughout the year. The events of church life form a 
spiral curriculum that immerses people more deeply 
each year into the faith of the Church. 

■ Emergent. The beliefs and practices for living as 
a Catholic today emerge from the life, events, and 
practices of the faith community. The beliefs and 
practices for living the Catholic faith are embedded 
in the events of church life. The “content” emerges 
out of the event. 

■ Alignment: The lifelong faith formation 
curriculum provides common events and themes that 
are experienced and explored by all ages and all 
generations in the faith community. The key in 
event-centered learning is that the whole parish is 
focused—everyone is preparing for the same event 
with the same theological focus. This attention to 


alignment and focus creates parish-wide synergy. A 
wide variety of learning strategies are used to reach 
everyone in the parish community. 

■ Prepare—Engage —Reflect and Apply: The 
Generations of Faith learning process prepares all 
ages and all generations for meaningful pamcipauon 
in church events, engages all ages and generations in 
the events, and assists people to reflect on the 
significance and meaning of the event and apply the 
learning to their lives as Catholics. The catechetical 
focus is on designing preparation programs, home 
activities, and reflection-application activities. Once 
again, the event is the centerpiece of the learning 
process. 

■ Home Faith Formation: Empowering and 
equipping individuals and families to live their faith 
at home and in the world is constitutive of this 
approach to faith formation. The catechetical task is 
to provide individuals and families with the 
resources and tools they need to extend and expand 
their learning from a preparation program and their 
experience of the event to their lives and home. We 
create event-specific home materials that help 
families and individuals celebrate traditions and 
rituals, continue their leamin g, pray together, serve 
others and work for justice, and enrich their 
relationships and family life.

Scripture 

• Let some water be brought, that you 
may bathe your feet, and then rest 
yourselves under the tree. (Genesis 
18:4) 

• Who will dwell with the Lord? One 
who walks blamelessly and does 
justice; who thinks the truth in his 
heart. (Psalm 15:1,2)

Reflection 

• Do you find Christ (and through 
Christ, God the Father) through 
hurry or sitting quietly “listening to 
him speak?” 

• How do you “walk blamelessly and 
do justice?” 

• Discuss some ways that you may 
proclaim Christ. 

Remember, even those who live justly do so 
not through human merits but through divine 
helps. No persons live justly unless they have 
been made just; and humans are made just by 
Him who can never be unjust. As a lamp is not 
lighted by itself, so the human soul does not 
give light to itself but calls out to God: “You 
indeed, O Lord, give light to my lamp.” (St.
